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Dublin’s Hospitals 


At last night’s meeting of the Medical 
Society in University College, Dublin, 
when a brilliant paper was read by Dr. 
C. J. McSweeney, of Cork Street Fever 
‘Hospital, Professor Henry Moore referred 
once again to the way in which hospital [ 
development in Dublin is being hampered 
by officialdom. For some years now 
Professor Moore has, been the public 
champion of our city hospitals. Since the 
sweepstakes were inaugurated he has 
worked in season and out of season to 
ensure that the money that has been sub- 
scribed by the public should be devoted 
to the purposes for which it originally was 
intended; and at one time it seemed as 
if his efforts, which were seconded by other 
eminent medical men, were on the point 
of success. The public was informed that 
four great new hospitals were to be estab- 
lished in Dublin—two on the North and 
two on the South side of the River Liffey. 
These four hospitals were to have had five 
hundred beds apiece. They were to have 
been built in the latest style and 
to have been equipped with every latest 
development of modern science. Further- 
more, a Bed Bureau was to have been set 
up in the city, in order that poor patients 
should have no difficulty in finding hoépital 
accommodation. According to. Professor 
Moore, all those hopes have teen shattered. 
Virtually nothing has been done. Dublin 
is a famous University’ city with three 
teaching medical schools and huge sums 
frozen in the Hospital Trust Fund, 
Nevertheless, there is a chronic lack of 
hospital accommodation. What is the 
cause of this deficiency? Professor Moore 
insists that the sweepstakes have given 
Dublin a magnificent opportunity, but 
that officialdom and bureaucracy have 
“all but killed it,” ‘ What a sorry 
mess,” he cries, ‘‘ the Government depart- 


It almost might seem, he says, that the 
official view is that the chief function of 
hospitals is to provide material for 
statistical reports instead of diagnosing 
disease and curing the sick. There is no 
doubt that the problem has become far 
‘more difficult as a result of the European 
war. Professor Moore declares that he 
warned the “medical bureaucrats ”’ 
fourteen months ago to prepare for: the 
present crisis, and apparently his warning 
was ignored. Who is to blame for this 
| condition. .of... ‘affairs ?... Professor. Moore 
declares that he does not know. The power 
that is preventing hospital development 
owes its strength to the fail that “ you

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by the Wilhelmstrasse, to the efféct. that 
Herr Hitler .¢annot look - disinterestedly 
upoh foreign intervention on the Finnish 
| side, and, if it continues, may send

difficulty. ‘Teis hardly» probable, Herr 
‘Hitler ‘knows that active help for the 
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than eight years ago—to investigate the 
hospital problem. The Hospitals Com- 
mission was appointed in 1933. Two years 
ago the funds of the Hospitals’ Trust 
stood at seven million ‘pounds, and 
Professor Moore estimates that to-day they 
must have reached nine million pounds. 
What has been done to apply all this 
money—or even a reasonable proportion 
of it—to the needs of Ireland’s sick poor? 
Professor Moore admits that some of the 
teaching hospitals have been subjected to 
“patchwork,” and that plans at the 
moment are being examined for the en- 
largement of others ; but the surface of the 
problem hardly has been scratched, and 
a general plan of co-ordination, if such a 
plan exists, has not been published. For 
all this “guilty megligence,” for this 
** failure.to join force with opportunity,” 
for this ‘grievous delay,” Professor 
Moore declares that the authorities are to 
blame. After all the years of the sweep- 
stakes, he insists, the teaching hospitals | 
of Dublin are virtually as they were 
before the Hospitals Commission came into 
being. He also asserts that the medical 
profession itself cannot be freed from 
blame. If it had been properly organised, 
and if a really representative body had 
put forward a definite hospital policy for 
Dublin, the authorities would have been 
forced to take notice of it, Manifestly, 
something is radically. wrong. Professor 
Moore deserves the gratitude not only of 
the medical ‘profession, but’ of the whole 
community, for the time and energy that 
he has devoted to this problem of our 
Irish hospitals. If little or no progress 
has been made, he certainly is not at 
fault; and we invite the Government to 
take serious notice of the charges that he 
has made against one of its most im- 
portant departments. Obviously, matters 
cannot be allowed to remain as they are; 
when will the Government take action? 
—_——— 

Russia versus The Rest 

. The Finnish campaign appears fo be 
getting on Russian nerves. Yesterday M. | 
Alexander Scherbakov, secretary of the 
Moscow Communist Party, protested, with 
all the violence at his disposal, against 
any attempt by foreign Powers to help 
Finland. So much the worse for them, 
he said: “have they forgotten that. the 
Red Army, with no clothes or shoes and 
no technique, in a period of unprecedented 
crisis, overthrew the fourteen Powers 
which intervened towards the end of the 
Great War, and forced them to clear out?” 
We do ‘not suppose that any Power has 
forgotten that admirable feat of arms, but: 
M. Scherbakov seems to have forgotten 
certain features of it. In the first place, 
the motley Russian troops were led by an 
unusually competent general, Tukachevsky 
since “ liquidated’ by Stalin—and their 
organisation was under the control of that 
strange genius, Leon Trotsky. In the 
second place, the soldiers of the Red Army 
at that time were fighting for a new cause, 
and their faith gave them strength. The 
legions that Stalin has hurled vainly 
against the Finns are fighting in very 
different circumstances. Their best 
generals have been retired—sometimes by 
the firing-squad. They have suffered the 
disillusionment of all those ideals which 
lent ardour to their predecessors of 
twenty years ago,’ Finally, if the reports 
of many neutral correspondents are true, 
they are. little better off in respect af 
clothes, shoes and technique, than. were 


The danger of foreign intervention must 
be truly alarming to the Russian leaders. 
If so little suécess has been achieved 
against the small Finnish nation, poorly 
equipped. with aeroplanes and heavy | 
artillery, what will happen when, and if, 
they are reinforced by highly-trained 
volunteers from other countries? Swedish 
and Italian volunteers already have 
reached Finland—although in what

As it is, 
owing to the absence of any penalty clause 
the winner of the valuable Irish race, if en- 
tered at Aintree, cannot incur any extra for 
the National. i 

““ The point which concerns the majority of 
owners of Grand, National aspirants is 
whether the National Hunt Stewards are per- 
mitted under their ‘exceptional powers’ to 
authorise a special clause in the conditions of 
the Liverpool race. This could be on the fol- 
tem lines :-—‘ Winner of the Red Cross 
Steeplechase 10lb. extra; half-penalties only 
to apply to any National candidate weighted 
at list. 6lb. or over.’”’ 

The very idea of a horse having to carry a 
penalty in the Grand National for having 
won a race after the weights are known 
fairly takes the- breath away, and brings us 
back into what we may call “the dark age” 
of ’chasing. 


The Case of Lottery 


There was an account given in this cor- 
respondence not long ago of the Grand 
National of 1840, in which Lottery, the 
winner in the previous season, had to carry 
12st. 7ib-; the others in the race carrying 
12st. each. i s; 

In those days thev had to penalise Lottery, 
because he used to frighten away the opposi- 
tion, and Clerks of Courses had to resort to 
extraordinary methods to keep Lottery out. 
He used regularly to win the great Chelten- 
ham Steeplechase, so Clerks of Courses used 
to put this clause in their conditions :—‘‘ The 
winner of the Grand Cheltenham Steeplechase 
to carry 17lb. extra.” No 7ib. or 10lb., be it 
noted, but 17/b.

MR. ERSKINE CHILDERS 
ON PLAYING WITH FIRE

Mr. Erskine H. Childers, T.D., speaking on 
Sunday in Ballyeloghan, Co. Longford, said 
that twenty-six-county Ireland remained in 
Europe as the only State created after the 
Great War (Jugoslavia being excepted, as it 
consisted principally of pre-war Serbia) which 
wes still unconquered and still democratic. 
All but one of the others had vanished, at 
least partly because of their failure to fac 
facts. “was now in ‘peril, and every 
Irishman prayed for her salvation. Ireland 
remained to consider. The people should 
have no illusions about tle remoteness of 
dictatorship. The country would not stand 
for another five years’ of intermittent dis- 
order. Those who flirted with the new I.R.A. 
should realise that liberty of speech and 
thought and freedom of action had ceased to 
exist in many countries, One in every twenty 

ple became a paid spy. The troub'e 
gan either because the Government was 
corrupt or because a thousand people played 
the fool by posing as heaven-sent revolu-

“TI warn these friends of the I.R.A.,” said 
Mr. Childers, “that they are playing with 
fire, and that, as a @isorderly country, we 
have lasted as a democracy incredibly long. 


| Already the two principal parties of this 


State, supported by responsible men, 
have played with al the stage 
effects of a _ dictatorship. Fianna 
Fail behaved unwisely in 1951 in 


their attitude to the LR.A., and no excuse 
in connection with the oath at that moment, 
having regard to the crimes being committed, 
could excuse them. Fine Gael, in 1934, 
behaved with an equal irresponsibility by 
allowing what they claimed to be a protective 
body to turn into a revolutionary organisa- 
tion for the rejection of court decrees issued 
legally against farmers. On each occasion 
the moderates in the Government saved the 
situation, Fianna Fail’s frank volte face 
was certainly to be commended.
